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LASER  RAIN 

A  new  method  to 
create  rain  was 
researched  by 
European  scientists. 
By  using  lasers  in  the 
atmosphere,  they 
were  able  to  change 
moisture  levels  and 
create  small  water 
droplets.  Although 
the  drops  weren't 
big  enough  to  reach 
the  ground,  they 
may  help  promote 
natural  rainfall. 


CREEPY  CRAWLIES 

The  world's  largest  insect,  a  Giant 
Weta,  was  discovered  in  New 
Zealand,  but  has  been  around 
for  a  very  long  time  and  predates 
the  dinosaurs.  This  particular 
insect  weighed  in  at  2.5  ounces 
and  measured  over  7  inches  in 
length,  making  it  the  biggest  insect 
on  record. 


AIR  SURFING 

The  MagSurf  brings 
dreams  of  levitation 
to  life.  University  Paris 
Diderot  researchers  built 
a  skateboard-like  platform 
that  can  float  above  a 
magnetic  track  with  a 
person  standing  on  it.  The 
superconducting  matter 
inside  the  skateboard  is 
cooled  by  liquid  nitrogen, 
which  allows  the  board 
to  hover  above  the 
magnetic  track.
